The 108th PA Farm Show is just around the corner, January 6-13, 2024. We hope 
you’ll come in from the cold to experience the Pennsylvania State Fair™! Encounter 
one million square feet of compelling stories featuring people from YOUR coverage 
area and across the state, and enjoy a feast for the eyes, ears, and taste buds at the 
PA Farm Show Complex and Expo Center in Harrisburg.  

THE EVENT 

The Pennsylvania Farm Show draws scores of visitors to our capital city every 
January to connect with the people and products who make Pennsylvania 
agriculture great. We are proud to host the largest indoor agricultural expo in the 
nation, featuring nearly 6,000 animals, 12,000-plus competitive events and exhibits, 
plus nearly 250 commercial exhibits and hundreds of educational and entertaining 
events, celebrating how we are Connecting Our Communities. Our state fair 
showcases the diversity and quality of Pennsylvania’s agriculture industry, the 
innovative people who make it thrive, and the faces of our proud past and promising 
future. The show offers visitors a peek into the industry that supports 593,000 
Pennsylvania jobs and contributes $132.5 billion to Pennsylvania’s economy every 
year.  

The 2024 show runs January 6-13 from 8 a.m. to 9 p.m. daily, except Sunday, 
January 7, when it runs 8 a.m. to 8 p.m., and Saturday, January 13, when it opens at 
8 a.m. and closes at 5 p.m. The GIANT Expo Hall Food Court will be open from 12 
p.m. to 9 p.m. on Friday, January 5. No other areas or events are open to the public 
that day. Admission is free. Parking is $15 per vehicle.

Connecting Our Communities 

The Pennsylvania Department of Agriculture invites you to join us in Harrisburg to 
connect with the people who make Pennsylvania agriculture great – whether they 
produce potatoes, flowers, hemp, or cattle on rolling rural hillsides; cultivate honey 
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on urban rooftops, or basil in a vertical farm in a converted warehouse; whether 
they run a family-owned craft brewery, four-star farm-to-table restaurant, vineyard, 
riding stable, creamery, or Christmas tree farm.  

You’ll meet the incredible diversity of communities that grace Pennsylvania’s 
agricultural landscape, and the youth who will shape our future and feed us 
tomorrow. You can learn how Pennsylvania is connecting them with funding, 
technology, and know-how to innovate, thrive and continue leading the nation and 
the world.

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Here are some NEW events and features you might want to check out. Keep an eye 
out for our releases and advisories between now and the show — we’ll keep you 
abreast of great stories your readers, viewers or listeners won’t want to miss. 

PRESS PARKING PASSES 

There is no official press credentialing process for the Farm Show, but we ask you to 
wear or display your identification when in and around the complex. For safety 
reasons, media may not be allowed in arenas during some competitive events.  

We offer complimentary parking for media covering the show. There is no reserved 
media parking, but the fee will be waived if you have a media parking pass. To 
request a pass, please email shpowers@pa.gov with Farm Show Parking Pass in the 
subject line by Monday, December , and we will mail you a parking pass. Please 
include your email address, phone number, mailing address, and media outlet you 
represent.  

Please do not transfer passes to non-media – the event relies on parking revenue to 
help fund a safe, quality event, and keep the lights and heat on!

During Farm Show, look for us in Skybox 2, the Lancaster Room, overlooking the 
Small Arena (stairwell entrances are at either end of the Commonwealth 
Connector). The Media Room will be next door in Skybox 3, the Pittsburgh Room, to 
provide you a quiet working space to file your stories.
